Danger In Air 


Reported. That Flying Geese Have 
Been Killed By Lightning 

Can a flying goose be killed by 
lightning? 

The mysterious death of some 75 
geese near Devil's Lake, North Da- 
kota, has raised the question. North 
Dakota Outdoors, published by the 
game and fish department of the 
neighboring state, says department 
officials are baffled by the case. 

The publication quotes a ccm- 
munication, however, from the Gen- 
eral Electric Research laboratories, 
as follows: 

“There is no reason why geese fly- 
ing in an area in which a lightning 
discharge has taken place should not 
be killed by the lightning stroke just 
as holes are burned in a ‘plane. If 
the geese were protected by a metal 
body they, too, probably would not 
suffer too seriously from the light- 
ning stroke.”

Jack Miner, Canadian. ‘Naturalist, 
Left A Small Estate 


The impression prevails that in 
order to have influence and fame, a 
man must be in possession of wealth 
—the more, money he has, the greater, 
and more extended, his reputation as 
a great citizen.

Jack Miner was not blessed with 
great worldly wealth, but he pos- 
sessed something far more valuable— 
the admiration and affection of his 
fellcwmen. He was an outstanding 


example of a comparatively poor man, ' 


of modest education, who rose to the 
ranks of the internationally famous 
because he had a great heart full of 
love for all of God’s creatures. He 
befriended birds and animals, and 
through his writings, and addresses, 


known in all parts of this continent, ' 


he instilled into the minds of men 
and women a love for the beauties of 
nature and the responsibilities which 
human beings bear towards the 
lower forms of animal and bird life. 
At the time of his death he was rated 
Canada’s best known private citizén 
and one of the five best known in the 
werld.
